Words ‘‘We Advanced Arai in ‘ihe Bares of Apremont,” Ap- 
pearing in French official Report Considered Most Salient 
Feature in War News for Some Time—Either Teutons 
Unable or Unwilling to Extricate Themselves from Posi- 
tion which is Said to be One of Extreme Danger.

Is Significant Feature 
| The phrase “We advanced also in the forest of Apremont,”’ is 
possibly the most significant feature oftoday’s official French state- 
ment. This forest lies between the town of that name and St. Mihiel 
six miles northwest by west; St. Mihiel situated on a bend of the Mause 
river, 20 miles south of Verdun, was seized by the advanced posts of 
the German army under the crown Prince of Bavaria a month ago, 
was fortified and has been held since, permitting the Germans to 
throw a force across onto the left bank of the Meuse and hold the 
heights in that region. On this side of the river they captured the 
Fort Des Paroches, while just south of St. Mihiel they took the fort 
crowning the old Roman camp. 
Clung to Positions 

So far, and despite determined efforts, they have clung ten- 
aciously to these positions and a glance at the map shows why. It 
is only by crossing the Meuse at this point that the crown prince of 
} Bavaria could hope to turn the Verdun fortified triangle and eventually 
{join hands with the crown prince of Prussia, who was set no less 
arduous task in the forest of Argonne, west of Verdun. — If both 
commanders could win through and join hands somewhere in the 
neighborhood of Gar-Le-Duc, they would have achieved the grent 
secondary object of the German plan of campaign, namely, to mask 
jand nullify Verdun. Verdun is the ‘‘tixed’’ point on which, in accord- 
ance wtih the best tradition of Napoleonic strategy, the French plan 
of campaign rests. This is not because it is a fortress of the tirst 
order, for the value of such has been shattered, but because its natural 
strong situation renders its defence by a mobile field army an easy 
and certain matter, and thus forms the natural termination of the 
almost impregnable line the French hold thence through Toul and 
Nancy to Belfort.

If Germany had the men to spare, it 
is pointed out here, there {fs still the 
problem of getting them conveyed 
across the ocean. 

It {s certain that before Germany 
starts to move men west a will must 
be shown to move east. The scattered 
German cruisers which are now being 
hunted on the Atlantic and the 
Pacific could not give German trans- 
ports protection for they have. their 
hands full and their heels busy looking 
after their own safety. 

The acting premier, Sir Geo. Foster, 
and the opposition leader, Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, hold that it is not the German 
ambassador but the American presi- 
dent who must decide as to the appli- 
cation of the Monroe do¢trine and the 
attitude of the United States toward 
German invasion of Canada, should 
that country ever find itself in a posi- 
tion to despatch troops across the 
Atlantic.
